WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The Isthmian 
Canal Commission reports that in its opin- 
ion ‘“‘the most practicable and feasible 
route ’’ for an isthmian canal to be “ under 
the control, management, and ownership of 
the United States’ is that known as the 
Panama route. To this opinion every mem- 
ber of the commission has subscribed, all 
of their names being appended to the re- 
port transmitted to Congress to-day from 
the White House. 

The commission says it satisfied a 
good and valid title can be given the United 
States by the new Panama Canal Com- 
pany, acting in conjunction with the liquid- 
ator of the old company, and it reports 
that the liquidator has agreed to join with 
the new company in making the transfer 
and that in making this agreement he has 
acted under judicial authority expressly 
conferred on him to facilitate the transac- 
tion.

Sefior Silva, the Colombian Minister, said 
this evening that a protocol for a treaty 
between this country and Colombia was in 
process of construction, and that it would 
be ready for signature within ten days at 
the outside. He said he was engaged with 
Admiral Walker in drawing up the proto- 
col, and that the negotiations were proceed- 
ing smoothly and would continue to pro- 
ceed smoothly. 

‘“‘My country,” said Sefior Silva, “ in- 
tends to deal liberally with the United 
States. It will show not mean nor grasp- 
ing spirit. Everything in the way of con- 
cession the United States needs to warrant 
it in undertaking to build the Panama 
Canal Colombia is willing to grant. I came 
recently from Colombia instructed by my 
Government to negotiate with the United 
States in case there should be a desire on 
the part of this country to build on the 
Panama route. My people expressed the 
wish that I should represent them as ex- 
tremely anxious to encourage the building 
ef the Isthmian Canal through our terri- 
tory: They believe its location in our terri- 
tory. would be good for the country. not so 
much because of the money consideration 
that would pass to Colombia 4s because of 
the development of the country that would 
come through the building of the canal. 
it will be impossible for Colombia actually 
to cede to the United States a strip of land 
tbrough which the canal will pass,- but 
practically the same thing will be granted. 

“Tt has been suggested that a lease be 
granted’the United States of the territory it 
requires, which shall run say for 200 years, 
with a provision in the lease that it shall 
be renewed at the expiration of that period 
for another 200 years, and at the expiration 
of the several 200 years for another sim- 
ilar périod, and so on. In effect this would 
be equivalent to an actual cession of the 
land. . This may be the arrangement that 
will be decided on by Admiral Walker and 
myself. If it is not, we shall agree to some- 
thing else which will be fully satisfactory 
to the United States. You are authorized 
to say that Colombia will be so reasonable 
in its negotiations with the United States 
that the cost of the canal will not exceed 
the sum estimated by your Canal Com- j 
mission. It may interest you to know that 
the Canal Commission already has received 
propositions from responsible persons un- 
dertaking to build the canal at a price 
considerably under that named by the com- 
mission, and to complete it within the 
time named by the commission as that 
probably needed for the construction.”’ 

GULF STATES FAVOR NICARAGUA. 

What effect the report of the Canal Com- 
mission in favor # the Panama route will 
have upon Congress it is impossible to fore- 
cast. The belief is widespread, however, 
that the Senate will decide in favor of the 
Panama route, and that in the end the 
House will accept the Senate’s amend- 
ment of its action in favor of the Nicaragua 
route. It is admitted, though, that there is 
a strong force in the Senate which is for 
Nicaragua, ‘‘first, last, and all the time.” The 
backbone of this force is made up of Sena- 
tors who represent Gulf States. The Gulf 
States people are not, as a rule, taking 
the same view of the cana! question that is 
taken by some other Senators. They want 
the canal bullt on the Nicaragua route be- 
«cause it would be nearer to the Gulf cities, 
which, they think, would receive consider- 
able benefit from this closer proximiity. 
This geographical consideration is a good 
deal stronger than is generally known. 
There is no doubt whatever that it greatly 
influences Mr. Morgan. The Alabama Sen- 
ator does not appear to have been moved 
at all by the decision of the Canal Com- 
mission. He is quoted as saying: ‘‘ The 
Panamal Canal proposition, to my mind, 
does not look to be very flattering. I hope 
that it will not be agreed to by the Senate 
and I will strive to defeat it.” 7

M. Leygues explained that the large 
expenditure last year was due to the fire 
at the Théitre Francais and the pur- 
chase of elaborate scenery. He argued 
that the State was entitled to a voice in 
the management of the Comédie, as it 
subsidized the institution and rebuilt the 
The Minister advised the mem- 
bers to accept and play good pieces and 
not to assume a rebellious attitude. He 
declined to entertain the idea of dismiss- 
ing M. Claretie, the manager. 

M. Leygues hinted that, in the event of 
collective resignations, the Comédie 
Francaise would still be kept up, as 
there were “no indispensable men.” He 
advised the members to avoid newspaper 
controversies. 

The members deny that wholesale res- 
ignations are contemplated. The attitude 
of the Minister is regarded as concilia- 
tory.

LONDON, Jan. 21.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times says that Herr 
Falkenhagen, who killed Herr von Ben- 
nigsen, Governor of Springe, in a duel, 
turns out to be a contemptible and 
worthless creature. He did not follow 
the usual practice of successful duelists 
and report-the affair tc the police or mil- 
itary. He proceeded first to Leipzig, 
where he saw Frau von Bennigsen, and 
from there he went to Berlin, where he 
visited various dancing saloons, and was 
arrested while drunk. 

The correspondent ays that dueling is 
deeply rooted in the social conceptions of 
a large section of educated Germans. 
Speaking at the recent annual sympo- 
sium of students’ clubs in Berlin, State 
Attorney Cuny described the students’ 
duel as ‘‘an unrivaled instrument for 
education.”

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Elias Goodman Declines to be the 
Fusionists’ Leader. 


LETTER TO PRESIDENT FORNES 


Democrats Under. the Command of 
Aldermen McCall and Sullivan Pre- 
pared to Fight for Control. 


The crisis in the fight for the control of 
the Board of Aldermen between the Fusion 
members and the Democrats is likely to 
take place at the meeting to-morrow. Dis- 
content and dissatisfaction have been rife 
in the Fusion ranks in the board ever since 
Jan. 1. The statement of Mayor Low about 
the alleged attempts at bribery forced the 
Fusionists who threatened to ‘‘ kick over 
the traces" to attend the meeting for or- 
ganization, and thus secured the tempor- 
ary control of the Board to the administra- 
tion. 

President Fornes will to-day receive from 
Alderman Elias Goodman a long letter. It 
will contain a specific refusal on the part 
of Alderman Goodman to accept the lead- 
ership of the fusion forces in the board, al- 
though he was chosen for this place at the 
caucus after long deliberation. Alderman 
Goodman wili also refuse to serve as 
Chairman, of the Committee on Railroads, 
to which he was appointed, and he has 
outlined fully his reasons in the letter. 

At the meeting to-morrow the Fusion 
forces, therefore, will be without a leader, 
and from the present indtcations the Tam- 
many members intend to take every advan- 
tage of the opportunity. At the last meet- 
ing there was a test vote on the appoint- 
ment of an Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms. 
Thomas Hickey was named by the Demo- 
crats. The Fusion members rallied every 
member who could be found, and after 
several calls for absentees succeeded in re- 
taining their hold on the board by a ma- 
jority ot one vote. Alderman Timothy P. 
Sullivan was pleased at the showing, and 
his friends said within two months the 
Board ot Aldermen—the only legislative 
body of the City Government—would be 
controiied by the Democrats. 

The action taken by Alderman Goodman 
in declining the leadership is the culmina- 
tion of a contest started soon after elec- 
tion. Alderman Goodman's friends worked 
to make him the leader, as he is one of 
the oldest members of the Board. He, 
however, made no effort to secure the hon- 
or, and asked no member to vote for him. 
His only statement to his Aldermanic 
friends was this: 

“I will not seek the position of leader of 
the Fusion forces, but if 1 am made leader 
I insist that I shall be made Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, so that my leader- 
ship will be effectual and successful.” 

A dozen contests took place in the cau- 
cuses of the Fusion members, several of 
which extended over a pertod of four hours. 
Alderman Goodman's friends finally won a 
victory, but through the efforts of Presi- 
dent Fornes and his friends the selection of 


the Chairman of the Finance Committee, as 
well as the members ot all other commit- 
tees, was left to the President. 

On last ‘Tuesday at the second meeting 
President Fornes announced that Alder- 
man Herbert Parsons, son o1 John E. Par- 
sons, of the flaw firm of Parsons, Shepard 
& Ogden, had been chosen Chairman of the 
Finance Committee. The Republican mem- 
bers of long @xperience, including Aldermen 
Oatman, Mathews, and a half dozen others, 
contended that Alderman Oatman should 
be made Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee because the Fusion majority was 
so small that it was necessary to have a 
man of long experience in city legislative 
matters to put through administration 
measures. 

Under the new charter the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee is an important 
personage. He is a member of the Sinking 
Fund Commission, which makes all leases 
of city property and private property for 
public use. This commission also desig- 
nates the banks which will hold city money. 
The new charter also gives this commission 
the right to pass on the terms of all leases 
of Dock Department property. 

As the situation is to-day every member 
of the Fusion forces must attend the meet- 
ings in order to prevent the Tammany- 
Democratic members from putting through 
many of their own plans. 

“We would have elected every one of the 
Sergeants at Arms if the plan had not mis- 
carried,’’ said a Tammany Alderman yes- 
terday. ‘Alderman Kennedy was in the 
meeting room and left because some one 
took his seat. If he had staid the vote 
between the Fusionists and the Democrats 
would have been a tie. Alderman Patrick 
H. Malone, it is to be noted, voted with the 
Democrats, although the Fusionists have 
always claimed him as theirs. Alderman 
Malone has been for years a Democrat and 
was elected by Democratic votes on a Fu- 
sion ticket through a Democratic factional 
fight in the Eighth Ward of Brooklyn.” 

Alderman Goodman said.to a New Yorr 
TIMES reporter last evening: 

“It is true that I have sent a letter to 
President Fornes declining to act as the 
leader of the Fusion forces on the floor of 
the Board of Aldermen. I want to make 
it plain right at the start that I do not in- 
tend to kick over the traces. I am not dis- 
gruntled, and am not dissatisfied, but I 
teel that I have not received all that I am 
entitled to. I intend to act and vote with 
the Fusion forces, and will work hard and 
faithfully for the success of the adminis- 
tration.” 

‘Many of your friends have made clear 
their dissatisfaction,” was suggested. 

“That is so, but I intend to do al] I 
possibly can to avoid any trouble or dis- 
sension in the ranks of the Fusion Alder- 
men. In my letter declining the leader- 
ship, I also wrote to Pregident Fornes that 
1 would decline to act as Chairman of the 
Railroad Committee. 

“| stated that I did not feel that I could 
assume the responsibility of the leadership— 
an honor which was not sought by me— 
without being placed in a position to make 
my leadership effective I shall work faith- 
fully in the interests of the people as I 
have during my seven years’ service in 
the Board of Aldermen. I shall not be neg- 
lectful of my duties and will 1 the 
administration of Mayor Low to the fullest 
extent. 

“1 did not ask to be made Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, but I made it the 
condition of my acceptance of the leader- 
ship. When I voted to give President 
Fornes the power to appoint the commit- 
tees I knew that he would appoint Alder- 
man Parsons—or already had promised to 
do so. Mv relations with Alderman Par- 
sons are friendly, and always. will he so 
far as I am coneerned. I have wriiten to 
Alderman Parsons congratulating him on 
his appointment and promisjng my hearty 
support.”" 

“What do you suppose will be the effect 
of your action?’ was asked. 

“7 don't care to discuss that matter. All 
TI can say is that I will do everything to 
allay strife in the Fusion ranks and will 
urge my friends to stand in line with the 
administration.” 

“Will you name any of the Fusion mem- 
bers who are discontented now?” 

“I would not dare to do that. This is 
not a matter of sour grapes with me, be- 
cause I never sought the honor, but 7 must 
be consistent, and when I made the public 
statement that I would not accept the 
leadership without being made Chairman 
of the Finance Committee. I meant every 
word I said. I want to repeat that 1 am 
not disgruntled, and to say that the Fusion 
forces will have no more faithful worker 
than myself.” 

The Democratic members of the Board 
of Aldermen, under the leadership of Al- 
dermen Sullivan and John McCall, have 
made arrangement to take advantage of 
the first opportunity when the Democratic 
members have a majority at any mecting 
of the Board of Aldermen. The Democratic 
leaders refused yesterday to disclose their 
plans or even discuss them.

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DELL ON EXCISE. 
He Denies Knowledge of Law Breaking, 
but Predicts a Lively Time 
for New York. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Gov. Odell was asked 
to-night whether he contemplated calling 
Mayor Low and Commissioner Partridge to 
| account for permitting violations of the ex- 
cise law in New York City. 

“IT have no knowledge that the excise 
law is being violated in New York," he 
said. 

“You read 
Mayor Low?” 

~ Tes.” . 

“What have you to say about it?” 

“Nothing. It was addressed to Mayor 
Low." 

“What do you think of the excise situa- 
tion?” 

“I haven't thought about it. I don't go 
around with that load on my shoulders all 
the time.” 

“ You haven't changed the views on the 
question which you expressed in your mes- 


sage?” 
“No. I don’t think the sentiment in the 


State on that subject has changed any. 
The people of the State are just as much 
o)- posed to an open Sunday as they have 
ever been, and, speaking from my experl- 
ence as Chairman of the State Republican 
Committee, I honestly believe that if a ref- 
erendum on the question were submitted to 
the people of New York City it would be 
beaten by at least 50,000 votes in Manhat- 
tan.”’ 

‘“ Nevertheless, the agitation that some- 
thing be done to relieve the present situa- 
tion still goes on. You have observed 
| that?” 

“Oh, yes. Judging from what I have 
read, I should say, to use the language of 
my predecessor, that there are prospects 
for what he would call a * bully time.’ ”’ 

The Governor's hearty laugh over his 
little joke conveyed the impression that 
the excise question was not keeping him 
awake nights. 

Speaking further on the subject he inti- 
mated that he would not trouble himself 
about the question of Sunday opening until 
he had a definite proposition before him. 

“Will there be any change in the Krum 
Corporation Tax bill?" he was asked. 

‘“*‘T am unable to say.” 

“You have read the threats that if the 
tax is not lowered a number of corporations 
will take their business out of the State?”’ 

“Yes, and I have been unable to under- 
stand them. Our laws offer better induce- 
ments to manufacturing corporations than 
the law of New Jersey, so I am unable to 
appreciate why any manufacturing corpo- 
ration should contemplate withdrawing its 
business from this 
New Jersey. Manufacturing corporations 
which have 40 per cent. 
in this State are exempted from State taxa- 
tion, while in New Jersey they have to 
have 50 per cent. of their business in the 
State to secure such exemption.’ 

“Did you read Controller Grout’s state- 
ment that. in his judgment. all the taxes 
collected under the nroposed Mortgage Tax 
hiJl should go to the communities where 
ther are collected and not to the State?” 

“IT do not see any great point In that. It 
would be merely taking the money out of 
one pocket to put It into another, because 
if the State tax was raised through direct 
taxation the cities would have to pay a vro- 
pertionate amount to that which will be 
ecllected from the under the mortgage 
tax.” ‘ ° 


MR. THEBAUD IDENTIFIES KERN. 


Valet Who Stole Diamonds to be 
Brought from Louisiana at Earli- 
est Possible Date. 

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 20.—P. G. Thebaud 
ot New Yerk to-day fully identified ‘‘T. FE. 
Manners,’ the prisoner in the jail at Gret- 
na, as Edevnard Kern, Jr., his- late valet, 
who robbed the Thebaud mansion, in New 


York, of $60,000 worth of diamonds and 
jewelry. 

When Mr. Thebaud and Detective Kelly 
reachec here, Sheriff Marrero asked for a 
conference with them 
any reward would be paid for Kern, and 
yesterday. was spent in negotiations be- 
tween the Sheriff and the two New York- 
ers. Late at night, however, an appeal was 
made direct to Gov. Heard by Mr. Thebaud, 
with the result that the former sent a dis- 
patch to the Jefferson Sheriff, ordering 
that Mr. Thebaud and the detective should 
be facilitated in their attempt to identify 
the prisoner. 

Mr. Thebaud and Detective Kelly went 
to Gretna early to-day, but had to wait for 
some time for the Sheriff to put in an ap- 
pearance. When he arrived the New York 
men were taken to the jail. The moment 
Mr ‘Thebaud laid eyes on ‘*‘ Manners” he 
said the man was Kern. The _ prisoner 
made no further denial of his identity.

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IMPERIALISM ISSUE 
RAISED BY DEMOCRATS 


Sharp Debate in Congress on the 
Appropriation Bill. 


Republicans Surprised, but Accept the 
Challenge, and Say They Will Keep 
the Issue to the Front. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan, 20.—Imperialism is 
to be one of the issues of the Congressional 
and Presidential campaigns. This was 
made clear by the action of the Democrats 
in the House to-day. 

They captured the Urgency 
bill debate and turned it into 
imperialism. They served notice of their 
intention to keep this matter to the front, 
and they took the Republicans by surprise. 

What made the affair all the more sig- 
nificant was that it was unexpected. The 
debate was precipitated by an innocent 
proposition advanced by a Republican, Mr. 
Hull of Iowa. He found in the Deficiency 
bill an item for an army post at Manila, 
and he innocently pulled down the ava- 
lanche by asking if it would not be better 
to include that in the Army Appropriation 
bill. Instantly the Democratic leader, Mr. 
Richardson, seized the opportunity. He 
opened the ball with a series of searching 
questions addressed to Mr. Cannon, who 
had charge of the bill, and then, on short 
notice, the best debaters on the Democrat- 
ic side were turned loose to talk anti- 
imperialism. 

The speeches were impromptu, as was in- 
evitable in view of the suddenness of the 
call to arms. But that very fact illustrated 
the determination of the Democratic lead- 
ers to make imperialism an issue. They had 
seized the first opportunity, a purely acci- 


dental one, to thrust imperialism to the 
front, and the whole afternoon was spent 
in discussing that issue. The Republicans 
were unprepared for the onslaught and 
taken at a disadvantage. Mr. Cannon 
promptly took up the gage of battle and 
declared, in his opinion, the United States 
would stay in the Philippines ‘ forever and 
a day.'’ He met the enemy at all points,

Prece- 
dent for his course existed in the case of 
the entertainment of Princess Eulalie in 
1893. From every standpoint I believe it is 
apt and proper that there should be suit- 
able entertainment of the representative of 
a great people beyond the sea, who have 
given us so much of our bone and brawn 
and brain.””

BOND ISSUE FOR CANALS. 


Annual Tax to Provide for Interest and 

Discharge of Principal — Constitu- 

tional Amendment Necessary. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 20.—The bill de- 
signed for the improvement of the canals 
and the Constitutional amendment authoriz- 
ing a bond issue for that purpose was in- 
troduced to-night by Senator G. A. Davis. 
It provides for a bond issue 6f $28,800,000, to 
become due in 17 years, and to be sold 
in lots of not more than $9,000,000 at a time. 
An annual tax of 36-100 mills is to be levied 
to pay the interest and provide for the dis- 
charge of the principal. 

This money is to be collected in the usual 
way by County Treasurers who will trans- 
mit it to the Controller. 
after paying the interest to invest what is 
left within three months after the first 
installment of bonds are sold, the State 
Superintendent of Public Works is direct- 
ed to commence the work of eliminating 
such of the present locks as may be de- 
termined by the State Engineer and sur- 
veyor. 

The size of all remaining locks is to be 
increased. They are to be single, 328 feet 
long, between hollow quoins, 28 feet wide 
in the clear, with 11 feet of water over 
miter sills and lifts, over 8 feet to be fed 
through culverts. All locks are to be 
equipped with necessary modern machinery 
tor drawing boats in and out of such locks. 

The Superintendent of Public Works is 
directed to canalize a portion of the Hud- 
son and Mohawk Rivers at or near Water- 
ford. The entire Erie Canal is also to be 
deepened from the Hudson River to Buf- 
falo.. The depth is to be not less than 9 
fect, excepting over and across aqueducts, 
culverts, and permanent structures, where 
the depth is to be not less than 8 feet. 

While the work of improvement is go- 
ing on the canal shall be open for naviga- 
tion only between May 15 and Nov. 15. 
The amendment is to be submitted at the 
election of 1902. It also provides that the 
Legislature may appropriate moneys in 
the State Treasury as a sinking fund to 
pay the interest in the bonds as it falls 
due. 

Former Senator John Laughlin of Buffalo, 
who has had as much to do as anybody in 
framing the measures, said to-night: | 

‘*] regard the bill to improve the Erie Ca- 
nal by enlarging the locks so as to pass 
barges of 1,000 tons’ capacity, canalizing 
the Mohawk River from Rexford Flats to 
the Hudson, thus eliminating the trouble- 
some channels and sixteen locks around Co- 
hces, and deepening the prism or channel to 
nine feet, in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of Gov. Odell in his annual mes- 
soge to the present Legislature, as the most 
important measure of State legislation pro- 
pesed since this great internal waterway 
was originally constructed. 

“If passed and ratified by the people at 
the annual election in November it will 
make the commercial supremacy of our 
Empire State secure, and will insure to 
New York City the control of the commerce 
of this continent with Europe. 

“The accompanying constitutional amend- 
ment introduced by Senator Hill and As- 
semblyman O'Malley is designed to secure 
the payment for all this work out of cor- 
poration taxes and what are now known as 
sources of indirect taxation, so that not 
one cent of this expense will be collected 
by tax levied on the farmers or private 
property owners. 

“Vast iron industries will be built up 
throughout the State by reason of the 
cheap shipping facilities for iron ore and 
its manufactured products thus afforded, 
establishment of new 
manufacturing centres with increased mil- 
lions of population.”

The decree stated that the honor was 
conferred because of Gen. Alban's patriotic 
zeal in the defence of the institutions of his 
country. 

Last Nov. 18, with 1,100 men, well armed 
with cannon and rapid-fire guns, Alban led 
an attack on the insurgent forces, strongly 
intrenched at Correa. Two-of his troop- 
schooners grounded, and the insur- 
gents would have slain the Government 
troops if Alban, on the gunboat Boyaca, 
had not gone to their rescue. He managed 
to get away all the wounded and many of 
the other men, but at length the sailors of 
the gunboat would not venture again to the 
schooners in small boats, and the men that 
were left on the schooners surrendered. 

Some days later Alban fought a very suc- 
cessful battle at Empire City, driving the 
insurgents before him. On the last day of 
the year he entered Colon in triumph. His 
fight to the rescue of the city was regarded 
as clever and daring. His victory was then 
thought to mean the death blow for the in- 
surgents. 

When. on Dec. 5. Gen. Alban received the 
surrender of Gen, Domingo Diaz, he showed 
his enemy every courtesy. and took Diaz 
to his (Alban’s) home. Since then Gen. 
Alban had been busy in further attempts to 
overcome the revolution. 


MORGAN DIRECTS BIG COMBINE. 


Chicago and Ohio Railroads Organizing 
Against Rival Lines.

All 
that wood is to be cut off the reservation. 
This, according to a letter from a teacher 
in one of the Indian schools on the Chey- 
enne River Reservation, will practically 
denude the reservation. It is poorly tim- 
bered at best, being just south of the Bad 
Lands. The Indian teachers are in a des- 
perate state of mind about the leases. They 
say that their schools certainly will be 
wiped out What is given to the cattle- 
men in the Cheyenne River, Rosebud, and 
Pine Ridge agencies is a right to control 
the. whole reservation with their cattle.

The railroad company owns an undivided 
half interest in the islands of Naos, Cule- 
bra, Perico, and Flamenco in the Bay of 
Panama, the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany being the joint owner.

ADVANTAGES OF PANAMA ROUTE. 


The estimated cost of constructing the 
Nicaraguan;Canal is $45,630,704 more than 
the cost of completing the Panama Canal. 
The estimated annual cost of maintenance 
and operation is $1,300,000 greater at Nica- 
ragua than at Panama, 

The Panama route would be 134.6 miles 
shorter than the Nicaragua route from 
sea to sea, with fewer locks, and less cur- 
vature, both in degrees and miles. The 
estimated time for a deep-draught vessel 
to pass through the Nicaragua Canal was 


Panama route is superior to the Nicaragua 
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placed at thirty-three hours, as against 
twelve hours for Panama, these estimates 
bei the time of actual navigation, and 
not including delays for winds, currents 
or darkness. : 

Ifthe passage were made without inter- 
ruption, about a day could be saved by 
the Nicaragua over the Panama route by 
ordinary steamers handling commerce be- 
tween our Pacific ports and all Atlantic 
ports, and about two days by steamers of 
the same class trading between our Gulf 
perts and North Pacific ports. The time of 
the Nicaragua route would be less in the 
case of fast, high-powered steamers, the 
use of which is increasing. Between At- 
lantic ports and the west coast of South 
America the Panama route has the advan- 
tage of about two days, and between Gulf 
ports and the west coast of South America 
the Panama route has the advantage of 
about one day. The trade of the western 
ecast of South America is a very imppr- 
tant one, which has hitherto been in Euro- 
pean hands, 

The Panama route is an old highway of 
ecommerce along which no_ considerable 
industrial development is likely to occur. 
During the construction of a canal on the 
Nicaragua route, business relations would 
be established with Costa Rica and Nica- 
ragua which would be likely to continue. 
Existing conditions indicate hygienic ad- 
vantages at Nicaragua, though equally ef- 
fective sanitary measures must be taken 
in both cases, 

The offer received from the new Panama 
Canal Company to convey all its property, 
including all its interest in the Panama 
Railroad, to the United States will make 
the estimated cost of the two canals as 
follows:

The transfer would give title to all the 
land now held by both the Panama Canal 
Company and the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany, which covers nearly all lands re- 
quired for the construction of the canal. 
The land held by private parties at Nica- 
ragua must be acquired and its acquisition 
may prove expensive. 

The question whether the new Panama 
Canal Company can make to a purchaser a 
valid title to the property formerly belong- 
ing to the old company, its predecessor, has 
been considered and answered in the former 
reports of the commission, but in view of 
its importance, in connection with the pres- 
ent offer, the results of the investigations 
made will be again presented. 

The old company, in addition to its canal 
property acquired under a concession from 
the Colombian Government? owns nearly all 
of the shares of the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany. By purchasing these it obtained the 
control of the concessions under which the 
road had been built. The latter concession 
will continue in force until 1966; the canal 
concession is to run for ninety-nine years 
from the day on which the canal shall be 
opened to public service, and the date for 
this in the concession, according to its 
latest extension is Oct. 31, 1910. When 
these periods expire the different properties 
are to belong absolutely to Colombia with- 
out compensation, and the Government is 
under no obligation to extend either con- 
cession. 

The canal company is absolutely pro- 
hibited to cede or mortgage its rights under 
any consideration whatever to any nation 
or foreign Government under penalty of 
forfeiture. The contract with the railroad 
company contains a like prohibition, and 
declares further that the pain of forfeiture 
will be incurred by the mere act of at- 
tempting to cede or transfer its privilege 
to a foreign Government. and such an act 
is declared absolutely null and of no value 
or effect. 


CONDITIONS OF THE PURCHASE. 


But for the purpose of permitting the new 
Fanama Canal Company to enter upon the 
negotiations which have resulted in the 
present offer, Colombia has waived these 
prohibitions and has authorized the com- 
pany to treat directly with the United 
States, with a view to the use and occupa- 
tion of the territory of the former for canal 
purposes if our Government should select 
the Panama route for an isthmian canal. 
After the old company failed, a liquidator 
was appointed by the French court to take 
charge of its property and affairs. When 
the new company was formed he was au- 
thorized to contribute to it the rights, pri- 


vileges, plans, documents, plant, and un- 
finished work in hih hands and under his 
control, and in consideration of this grant 
he was.to receive 60 per cent. of the net 
profits of the enterprise after deducting all 
expenses, charges, and stipulated dividends, 
to be distributed by him among the par- 
ties in interest. 

This interest of the old company is still 
under the protection of the liquidator, and 
he must be a party to any arrangement 
that may be entered inio for a sale of the 
property, and as he derives his authority 
from the triburral that appointed him, his 
action requires the approval and confirma- 
tion of the court. The papers before the 
commission show that the liquidator has 
agreed to the pronosition, and that he is 
acting under judicial authority. 

A deed to the property, executed by the 
canal company and the liquidator requires 
the approval of the Government of Colom- 
bia, because of the prohibition already re- 
to in the concessions and for the 
further reason that the republic owns 50,000 
shares of 100f. each of the stock of the 
company, full paid, of which it cannot be 
deprived without its consent. Such a trans- 
fer of title thus approved would give to 
the United States the same right, title, 
and interest in the premises that the new 
Panama Canal Company now has, but that 
would not be sufficient. The existing con- 
cessions thus purchased would be valuable 
only because their ownership by the United 
States would remove the obstacles in the 
way of negotiations between the two Gov- 
ernments for the occupation of Colombian 
territory by the United States for canal 
purposes, but these concessions are un- 
satisfactory and insufficient and a new ar- 
rangement must be made if an isthmian 
canal is to be constructed by our Govern- 
ment across the Isthmus of Panama, 


ABSOLUTE OWNERSHIP DEMANDED. 


The grant must be, not for a term of 
years, but in pertetuity, and a strip of ter- 
ritory from ocean to ocean of sufficient 
width must be placed under the control of 
the United States. In this strip the United 
States must have the right to enforce po- 
lice regulations, preserve order, protect 
property rights, and exercise such other 
powers as are appropriate and necessary. 
The business relations between the railroad 
and canal companies and the Colombian 
Government must also be settled, and the 
consideration to be paid by the United 
States for the privileges and rights to be 


exercised in the future must be agreed 
upon free from all embarrassment with 
reference to past transactions. 

The commission has no power to enter 
upon negotiations for the arrangement of 
these matters; they belong to the treaty- 
making power; but the acceptance of the 
terms offered by the new Panama Canal 
Company should be conditioned upon their 
satisfactory adjustment. 

The advantages of the two canal routes 
have been restated according to the find- 
ings of the former report. There has been 
no change in the views of the commission 
with reference to any of these conclusions 
then reached; but the new proposition sub- 
mitted by the new Panama Canal Company 
makes a reduction of nearly $70,000,000 jn 
the cost of a canal across the Isthmus of 
Panama, according to the estimates con- 
tained in the former report. 

There is, however, one important matter 
which cannot enter into its determination, 
but which may in the end control the action 
of the United States. Reference is made to 
the disposition of the Government whose 
territory is necessary for the construction’ 
and operation of an isthmian canal. It 
must be assumed by the commission that 
Colombia will exercise the same fairness 
and liberality if the Panama route is deter- 
mined upon that have been expected of 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica should the Nica- 
ragua route be preferred. The report con- 
cludes as follows: 

After considering the changed conditions 
that now exist and all the facts and cir- 
cumstances upon which its present judg- 
ment must be based, the commission is of 
the opinion that ‘‘ the most practicable and 
feasible route ’’ for an isthmian canal, to 
be ‘‘ under the control, management, and 
owership of the United States,”’ is that 
known as the Panama route. 

The report is signed by the entire com- 
mission as follows: J. G. Walker, Rear Ad- 
miral, United States Navy, President of 
the commission; Samuel Pasco, Alfred No- 
ble, George 8. Morison, Peter C. Hains, 
Colonel, United States Corps of Engineers;

Lewis M. Haupt, and Emory R. Johnson. 


NICARAGUA CANAL BILL STANDS. 
Report in Favor of Panama Route 


Does Not Change Its Status, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Representative 
Hepburn of Iowa, author of the Nicaragua 
Canal bill, which passed the House, says 
the report of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion in favor of the Panama route does not 
change the legislative status of the Canal 
bill. 
“ Undoubtedly the report will influence 
individual opinion,’’. said Mr. Hepburn, 
“but it will not lead to any abandonment 
of efforts in behalf of the Nicaragua route 
by the friends of that _measure.” 

The friends of the Panama measure in 
the House say that there will be no move 
to recall the Canal bill and that it remains 
for the Senate to meet the new conditions 
presented by the report.

REAL WAR ON THE REBELS 


(“ Vigorous Offensive Policy De- 


cided On in Batangas Province. 


Active Military Movement Against Fili- 
pino Insurgents Ordered by Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—The Philippine 
war is not over—not even in Luzon, On 
the contrary, it is now entering upon its 
sternest phase. This is shown in Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell's orders for the prosecu- 
tion of the war in the Province of Batangas, 
which is in Southern Luzon. The main 
features of it are a declaration that the 
innocent must suffer with the guilty for 
the sake of speedily ending the war, and 
a reconcentrado order as severe, in some 
respects, as that of Gen. Weyler in Cuba. 

yen. Bell orders that in the Provinces 
of Batangas and Laguna commanding of- 
ficers shall establish limits surrounding 
each zone, within which the inhabitants of 
the district must come. By the order, 
which was issued Dec. 8, the people were 
given until Dec. 25 to move into the limits 
with their food supplies. After that time, 


if they had not moved into the recon- 
centrado limits, their property was liable 
to confiscation or destruction. 

In a supplemental circular dated Dec. 9, 
Gen. Bell declared ‘‘ that a policy should be 
adopted that will as soon as possible make 
the people want peace, and want it badly.’ 
This, he said, was because the people, es- 
pecially the wealthy ones, did not really 
desire peace, though they pretended to. 
‘It is an inevitable consequence of war,” 
continued Gen. Bell, “‘ that the innocent 
must generally suffer with the guilty. 
Military necessity frequently precludes the 
possibility of making discriminations. It 
is necessary to end the war for the good 
of all, and therefore tmpossible to wage 
war efficiently and at the same time do 
abstract justice.’’ 

Gen. Bell confers upon sub-district com- 
manders the right to take measures ‘“‘ which 
will contribute to the end in view " without 
consulting him. ‘‘ Subordinate command- 
ers and young officers of experience,’’ he 
says, ‘‘should not be restrained or dis- 
couraged without excellent reason, but 
should be encouraged to hunt for, pursue, 
and vigorously operate against armed 
——- of insurgents wherever they may be 
found.” 

He declares that among municipal offi- 
cials and Councils will be found many who 
secretly aid the insurgents, and that they 
must be discovered. It is almost certain, 
he says, “ that the elections of all town of- 
ficials in the Province of Batangas and La- 
guna have been dictated by Malvar or other 
insurgent leaders.’’ This indicates to many 
officials here that civil government in the 
Philippines, at least in those provinces, has 
failed, and that Gen. Chaffee is right in in- 
sisting that it was established too soon. It 
seems to them a confirmation of Gen. Chaf- 
fae's attitude in opposition to the Taft 
Commission. 

The oath of allegiance, Gen. Bell declares, 
is no evidence of loyalty, and persons tak- 
ing the oath or otherwise pretending sym- 
pathy with the Americans are really in 
secret correspondence with the rebels. 
‘* Neutrality,’’ he says, ‘‘ should not be tol- 
erated. Presidents and Chiefs of Police 
who assist the rebels must be arrested. 
Every native priest and a great number of 
wealthy citizens are secretly aiding the re- 
bellion. The priests are more dangerous 
than armed insurgents. On suspicion, even 
in the absence of evidence, priests must be 
confined. It will frequently be found im- 
possible to obtain evidence against per- 
sons of influence as long as they are at 
liberty, but once confined, evidence is easily 
obtainable.”

TRIAL OF PATRICK BEGINS 


Five Jurymen Chosen from Twenty- 
four Talesmen Examined. 


Valet Jones, Who Implicated the Law- 
yer in the Murder of Millionaire 
Rice, Not in Court. 


Albert T. Patrick, charged with the mur- 
der of Millionaire William Marsh Rice, who 
died Sept. 23, 1900, was called to trial yes- 
terday before Recorder Goff in Part II. of 
General Sessions. Charles F. Jones, Mr. 
Rice's valet, presumably the chief witness 
for the prosecution, was not present. When 
it was learned that the District Attorney 
would not bring him to court until he is 
to testify against the prisoner, there was 
keen disappointment among the spectators, 
who had fought their way into the crowded 
room. Rumors that he was mentally 
broken, and that he would not be able to 
appear were laughted at in the District 
Attorney's office. He had been taken be- 
fore Mr. Jerome that his memory might 
be tested. Nothing was given out as to 
the actual result of the interview. 

One juryman was chosen in the morning 
session, and in the afternoon, when ex- 
Judge Lewis of Buffalo, who defended the 
assassin of President McKinley, sat for 
a while on the bench with the Recorder, four 
more qualified and took their seats in the 
jury box. All had read the newspaper 
accounts concerning the case, but swore 
that they were not biased, or unfitted to 
render an impartial verdict. In obtaining 
the five jurors, twenty-four talesmen were 
examined, six being peremptorily challenged 
by the defense and two by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorneys Osborne and Garvan for the 
people. 

When the Recorder said, in adjourning for 
the day, that he hoped for greater speed 
to-day in obtaining jurymen, F. B. House, 
speaking for Robert M. Moore and F. D. 
Turner, attorneys with him for the defense, 
stated that they were eager for a speedy 
trial. Mr. Turner is a Chicago attorney, 
who has been engaged by Rice’s brother- 
in-law, John Milliken. 

The case was opened by the Recorder, 
who asked how much time the attorneys 
thought necessary for the trial, and it was 
agreed that the prosecution should have 
three weeks, and the defense one week. 

Patrick was then called to the bar. He 
wore a new frock coat, light trousers, 
patent. leather shoes, and carried a flat- 
topped hat. He nervously twisted his mus- 
tache and pointed beard, but gave no other 
sign of difficulty in holding himself under 
control, except that he occasionally wiped 
~- pas of his hands with his handker- 
chief. 

Robert H. Seaton of 228 West Fifty-ninth 
Street, was the first talesman to be chal- 
lenged peremptorily, he being objection- 
able to the defense as he said that he 
would be guided by the evidence of hand- 
writing experts. Others, who testified that 
they had formed opinions, but not strong 
enough to influence them in trying a man 
for his life, were asked if their opinions 
were not such that they would require 
evidence from the defense to remove the 
opinions, acknowledged this to be true, and 
were excused. 

James Machell of 313 West One Hundred 
and Fourth Street was the first juryman 
obtained. He answered the questions for 
the defense and the prosecution satisfac- 
torily to the attorneys on each side. He 
was sworn in. Patrick, standing before him, 
looked the juryman straight in the eye, as 
he did the others who were afterward 
seated in the jury box. 

Frank A. Billmyer of 40 East Twenty- 
sixth Street, Secretary of a school furnish- 
ing company, stated that he had some years 
ago been the Prosecuting Attorney in 
Columbia County, Penn.

JUSTICE KENEFICK’S POSITION.

Paulding of counse! for the New York 
Centra] said he thought Mr. Newman would 
be able to appear. 

District Attorney Jerome, during yester- 
day's session, while examining Superintend- 
ent Miles Bronson of the Harlem Division 
as to a preliminary investigation instituted 
by the latter in the cab of Engineer Wis- 
ker’s locomotive, was dissatisfied with Mr. 
Bronson’s inability to remember details of 
the inquiry and broke out into a severe ar- 
raignment of the New York Central and its 
officers. 

** From the evidence so far adduced here,"’ 
said he, “it is my impression that nobody 
has any responsibility for anything that 
concerns this road or its management. A 
more slipshod and disorganized perform- 
ance than the management of this tunnel 
oppears to be has never before been brought 
to public notice. There has never been 
arything /ike it, in my opinion, in the man- 
agement of any first-class, decent road in 
the world.” 

“I think that statement is a little unfair, 
Mr. District Attorney,’’ interrupted Lawyer 
Pauiding, “it is in the nature of and will

“The road has shown a great 
courtesy during this investigation,” said the 
District Attorney, “‘my sole idea is to be 
fair in this matter and give the officials of 
the road an opportunity to clear themselves 
of all responsibility in this matter.

Senator Raines Says There Will 
Be No Changes. 


Advises People Who Want Laws En- 
forced to See that Local Officers 
Enforce Them. 


ALBANY, Jan. 20.—The question of the 
Sunday opening of saloons was the subject 
of discussion in the Senate this evening, 
when the author of the Raines liquor tax 
law advised the church people of the State 
to cease petitioning the Legislature not to 
enact a law for the opening of saloons dur- 
ing certain hours of the Sabbath. 

Senator Raines declared that there would 
be no liquor tax amendments this session, 
and he advised the good church people to 
direct and concentrate their efforts in their 
own localities toward the proper enforce- 
ment of the law. He said that if they 
petitioned their local officers to enforce 
the law they would be engaged in a work 
which might more profitable. They 
were simply wasting their time in address- 
ing the Legislature, for the legislators did 
not contemplate any changes in the Sun- 
day closing act. \

UP-STATE PRESS ON EXCISE. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Jan. 20.—To learn the 
sentiment of the up-State Counties 
viewed by the press of the several sections 
of the State, a canvass of newspapers has 
just been completed. Replies were received 
from fifty-one counties. Forty-five per 
cent. were from Independent papers, 535 
per cent. from Republican, and 20 per cent. 
from Democratic. The Republican papers 
reported unanimously against permitting 
the sale of liquor in New York City on Sun- 
day during certain hours; two-thirds of the 
Democratic papers found sefitiment the 
same way, and &5> per cent. of the Independ- 
ents reported likewise.

ANSWERS GOV. ODELL 


Recommendations for Legislation 
Made in Face of Message. 


Applications for Appropriations Each 


Make Retort to Governor's 
Criticism.

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 20.—The communi- 
cation sent to Gov. Odell by the State Board 
of Charities ir answer to the recommenda- 
tions in his with regard to the 
management of the State's charities still 
reposes in one of the pigeon holes of the 
Governor's desk. The Governor has refused 
to give it out, and the State Board has 
declined to make public its contents for 
fear of offending the Governor's dignity. 

To-night the State Board of Charities gent 
to the Legislature recommendations for 
general legislation and for specific appoint- 
ments to institutions subject to the visita- 
tion and inspection of the State Board. In 
the pages of this document are to be found 
the same information which was set forth 
in the suppressed communication. In his 
message Gov. Odell said:

tions, and which, while they may fail in 
one Legislature, yet are recommended 
year after year, until finally allowed. One 
institution asks for a mortuary at a cost 
of $4,500; a railroad switch at a cost 
$10,000, (Inmates now perform the work and 
teaming.) a propagating house for flowers 
for an idiot asylum, at $3,200; a stable for 
officials’ horses and carriages, $5,000.,.How 
many of merchant taxpayers furnish 
board for families of employes, num- 
bers not specified, and then equip them 
with official carriages and horses?

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MORE BANKING ‘BILLS. | 


Senator Brackett Offers One Benefiting 
Trust Companies, Another Refer- 
ring to Insolvent Concerns. 


ALBANY,: Jan, 20.—Trust companies 
throughout the State will be benefited by 
the bill which was introduced to-night in 
the Senate by Senator Brackett. It recog- 
nizes and gives trust companies one of the 
privileges heretofore enjoyed solely by 


savings banks of the State, permitting 
them to receive moneys from Loan Com- 
missioners of the various counties of the 
State. The law as it stands to-day pro- 
vides that the Loan Commissioners shall 
deposit tne principal and interest thereon 
in savings banks. The law is amended by 
the insertion of the words “ or trust com- 


pany.” 

Another important bill which affects 
banking interests was also introduced by 
Senator Brackett. This bill seeks to amend 
the Penal Code in reference to the recep- 
tion of deposits in insolvent banks. The 
law now provides that any officer, cashier, 
teller, agent, &c., of a bank of any kind 
who, knowing that the institution is in- 
solvent, receives a deposit, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. The law is amend- 
ed by the insertion of “ private banker, his 
employe, or agent.’’ It places private 
bankers and private institutions of finance 
under the operation of the law relating to 
banks generally. 

NO FAVOR FOR LIBEL CASES. 


AssembIisman Weekes Introduces Bill 
Withdrawing Preference Given 
Such Actions.

ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Assemblyman Weekes 
of New York to-night introduced a bill 
taking away the preference on court cal- 
endars row given by law to libel and slan- 
der cases.

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ARGUMENT IN FAYOR 
OF FRANGHISE TAX 


Constitutionality of the Act Assert- 
ed on Behalf of State. 


Ex-Senator -Hill Will Make a Plea for 
Corporations, in Reply to At- 
torney General. 


ALPANY, Jan. 20.—The closing argu- 
ments in the franchise tax litigation be- 
fore ex-Judge Robert Earl were continued 
to-day. The attorneys for the corporations 
practically concluded the presentation of 
their case, after having held the attention 
of the court for two and one-half days. 
After the State Attorney gets through the 
representatives of the companies affected 
will make a final plea through former 
Senator David B. Hill, who opened the 
argument on Friday, and who has been 
selected to close it. 

Prof. Charles A. Collin and Attorney 
William H. Page were heard at the open- 
ing session to-day. Prof. Collin contended 
that the law was unconstitutional because 
ii was antagonistic to the Federal Con- 
stitution. -He held that the companies’ 
property had been taxed without due pro- 
cess of law. Mr. Page alleged that an in- 
justice had been done the companies, espe- 
cially the street railway corporations, by 
placing a single valuation on all of their 
franchises instead of each individually. 

For the State, Deputy Attorney General 
Henry C. Coman, Attorney General John C. 
Davies, and Deputy Attorney General Mar- 
tin were present and submitted briefs. The 
oral argument was presented by Mr. J 
Newton Fiero of counsel and Mr. Coman. 

The State contended that all property is 

taxable under the laws of this State, and 
unless exempted by special laws franchises 
are, and always have been, taxable. It was 
contended that they were not taxable be- 
fore the special franchise law went into 
effect for the reason that they were not 
classified as either real or personal, and no 
method was provided by which a tax could 
be properly assessed upon such franchises. 
The law of 1899 remedied this by designat- 
ing such property as real estate. 
_1t was argued on behalf of the State that 
it is well settled by numerous authorities, 
including the litigation over the right to 
sell the franchises of the Broadway surface 
road, reported in the People vs. O'Brien, 
111 New York, to the effect that such a 
franchise is property that cannot be de- 
stroyed or taken away. 

The law passed in 1899 provided for the 
assessment of such propérty as real estate. 
A very marked distinction exists between 
franchises of this character—that is, fran- 
chises to use the streets and highways— 
and franchises to be a corporation and ex- 
ercise the powers of a corporation, like 
banking, insurance, &c. 

‘The Legislature is fully authorized to pro- 
vide for taxation of all property in the 
State, whether real, personal, or franchises, 
it being held by the Court of Appeals that 
the Legislature hes unlimited power to im- 
pose taxes and assessments for public pur- 
poses, and that it may impose taxes upon 
all property within the State. 

The act is neither within 
the spirit of the prohibition of the State 
Constitution, and none of the. decisions 
made by the Court of Appeals sustains the 
view taken by the corporations, but, on the 
other hand, decisions authorizing the ap- 
pointment of municipal Police Commission- 
ers for the Counties of New York, Kings, 
Queens, and Richmond, superseding entirely 
the Police Commissioners of the old City 
of New York, were held to be valid. 

It was also urged that the statute au- 
thorizing the appointment by State author- 
ities of a State Excise Commissioner, tak- 
ing the place of the Excise Commissioners 
in towns and cities was an exercise of the 
same power as that by which the present 
Board of Tax Commissioners was appointed 
and furnishes a precedent for such appoint- 
ment. That act was sustained by the Court 
of Appeals. i 

The Assessors in the several cities and 
towns are not constitutional officers, and 
there is nothing to prevent powers being 
taken from them, or even the offices. being 
abolished, if it is for the interest of the 
public so to do. The special franchise law 
preperly provided for the assessment of the 
franchises with the real estate, as they can- 
not, under the decisions in this and other 
States, be separated 

No hard-and-fast rule can be or should 
be adopted in arriving at the value of a 
special franchise, nor is any such rule re- 
quired, but the property in the streets must 
be considered in its relation to the cor- 
porate assets and the income derived there- 
from, modified by such special circum- 
stances as arise in each particular case. 

That the statute is not absolutely perfect, 
or that it does not provide the most satis- 
factory method of assessment to the corpor- 
ations affected thereby, is no legal or con- 
stitutional objection. 
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LEGISLATIVE PROCEEDINGS. 


ALBANY, N. Y.. Jan. 20.—-Every avail- 
ab'e inch of space iff the Assembly, includ- 
ing the galleries, crowded to-night, 
when the Speaker's gavel fell. It was ex- 
pected that a lively debate would ensue 
over the Wainwright resolution, calling for 
speedy action on the part of the State Rail- 


road Commission in its investigation of the 
recent railroad disaster in the New York 
Central tunnel. 

Assemblyman Wainwright called up his 
New York Central tunnel resolution and 
desired to have it debated. On motion of 
Majority Leader Allds the resolution was 
referred to the Railroad Committee. 

In the Senate this evening another batch 
of petitions against the Sunday opening of 
saloons was received. They were from the 
First Baptist Church, Sandy Hill; First 
Congregational Church, Lockport; First 
Methodist Church, Clarendon; First Meth- 
odist Church, Halberton; First Methodist 
Church, Lockport. Several minor bills were 
passed. 5 

The Brackett bill amending the stock 
corporation law in reference to merger of 
corporations was advanced to third read- 
ing. The Krum bill amending the general 
corporation law in relation to corporate 
names was also advanced to third reading 
after Senator Grady had called Senator 
Krum’‘s attention to the recent. drastic 
action taken by West Virginia, which has 
caused many corporations to seek to incor- 

orate under the laws of New York State. 
Eenator Krum said he would investigate 
the subject after the bill had been ad- 
vanced and make any change that may be 
considered necessary.

TO CHANGE DEBTOR LAWS. 
Senator Dowling Would Allow Im- 


prisoned Men to Give Cash Bail. 
ALBANY, Jan. 20.—Prisoners who are 
confined in debtors’ prisons in New York 
City will have an easier time if a bill in- 
troduced to-night by Senator Dowling be- 
comes a law. Under the present provision 
cash bail may not be accepted, and it is 


only upon the execution of an undertaking 
‘and bond to produce the body of the pris- 
oner in court that such debtor may procure 
his or her freedom. 

Senator Dowling’s bill provides that a 
cash deposit may be made, either by the 
prisoner or by his friends of at least twice 
the sum in which the Sheriff was required 
to hold the defendant in bail, and when 
such deposit is made the prisoner is to be 
released. 

The bill further provides that a deposit 
may be made by or on behalf of the pris- 
oner, instead of an undertaking, such de- 
posit to be equal in amount to the penalty 
required where an undertaking is given. 
If the prisoner is held by virtue of an ex- 
ecution in a civil action, such deposit shall 
not be applied in payment or satisfaction 
o2 such execution without the written order 
of the depositor and of the prisoner direct- 
ing such application, duly signed, acknowl- 
edged, and delivered to the Sheriff. 


SUGAR CONGRESS RECONVENES. 


Great Britain Said to Have Threatened 
a Countervailing Duty Unless 
Bounties Are Withdrawn. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 20.—The _ Interhational 
Sugar Conference reassembled this morn- 


ing.

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THE POWERS’ ATTITUDE 
TO AMERICA IN 189. 


Statement by Lord Cranborne: in 
the House of Commons. 


Great Britain Joined in One Note, Be- 
fore the War with Spain Began, but 
Declined to Support Other 
Proposals. 


LONDON, Jan, 21.—Amid an absolute si- 
lence that was a striking tribute to the 
deep interest felt in the matter, Lord Cran- 
borne, Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
in the House of Commons yesterday, made 
the first official statement which has ever 
emanated from the British Government re- 
garding its private attitude toward the 
United States in the war with Spain. 

The subject of the alleged proposed Euro- 
pean intervention in the Spanish-American 
war was brought up by Henry Norman 
(Liberal) in the form of a question whether 
any communication proposing or concern- 
ing joint or collective action by the Euro- 
pean States, in view of the outbreak, or ex- 
pected outbreak, of the late war between 
the United States and Spain, was received 
from the Austrian or any other Govern- 
ment, and, if so, what was the nature of 
the reply of her Majesty's Government. 

Mr. Norman further invited Lord Cran- 
borne tu lay the papers in the case on the 
table, 

Lord Cranborne, in reply, said that no 
such communication had been made to the 
Government after the outbreak of the war, 
but that immediately before the war com- 
munications were received from other 
Powers suggesting the presentation of a 
joint note to the President of the United 
States. Her Majesty's Government agreed 
to join with the other Powers in a note 
expressing the hope that further negotia- 
tions might lead to a peaceful settlement, 
accompanied by guarantees, acceptable to 
the United States, for the preservation of 
order in Cuba. The Government first took 
steps to ascertain whether the presentation 
of the note, as well as its terms, would 
be acceptable to the President. 

Her Majesty's Government, Lord Cran- 
borne continued, declined to associate itself 
with other subsequent proposals, which 
seemed open to the objection of putting 
pressure on the Government of the United 
ae and offering an opinion on its ac- 
tion. 

The Under Secretary concluded by saying 
that he was unable to lay the papers in 
the case on the table. 

Lord Cranborne’s statement was received 
with a burst of ringing cheers such as sel- 
dom greets a mere answer to a parliamen- 
tary question. 

Inquiries made concerning the ‘“ subse- 
quent proposals " mentioned by Lord Cran- 
borne elicited important information from 
the Foreign Office. There it was stated 
that Great Britain had been twice formally 
approached on this matter, but only once 
after the commencement of hostilities be- 
tween Spain and the United States. Lord 
Cranborne’s reference to more than one 
proposal was evidently generalization, 
which included tentative proposals not offi- 
clally recognized. 

The occasion unon which Great Britain 
deliberately put down her foot was, accord- 
ing to the Foreign Office, when the Aus- 
trian Ambassador in London interviewed 
Lord Salisbury and asked him if Great 
Britain would be willing to join in a col- 
lective note from the European powers urg- 
ing the United States to desist from war 
with Spain. Such a note was not to 
threaten reprisals or intervention, but was 
to be in the nature of a strong protest and 
a plea tor arbitration. 

Lord Salisbury, it is stated, regarded this 
proposition as unwarrantable interference 
in the affairs of a friendly country, and 
frankly said so, declaring that Great Brit- 
ain would not be a party to any such step, 
especially in view of President McKinley's 
attitude toward the ante-bellum efforts of 
European powers to avert war. The For- 
eign Office heard nothing more on this sub- 
ject, the question of a collective note ep- 
parently being dropped. 

Regarding the much-disputed point as to 
what powers were previously prepared to 
sign this note had Great Britain acquiesced 
thereto, the following statement from a 
high official of the Foreign Office, through 
whose hands all the gecret dispatches 
passed, had best be given in his own lan- 
guace. This official said: 

‘““We have no documentary 
prove that any power other than the one 
which formally approached us was con- 
cerned in this effort to send a collective 
note to the United States, the purport of 
which. however polite the wording, must 
naturally have been that of a threat. 

“We had at the time, however, every rea- 
son to believe that this power was merely 
put forward as a sort of buffer in order to 
sound us, and that France, Germany. and 
Russia were behind her, and only awaiting 
our assent formally to announce their own. 
We have never had reason to change that 
belief, which, in the case of France, 
amcunts to moral certainty. 

“There were a hundred 
matic secrets which, pieced 
vineced us that our estimate of the situa- 
tion was correct. and doubtless there are 
documents in the European Chancelleries 
which detail the negotiations’ that took 
place prior to our being approached. Sub- 
sequent diplomatic reports convinced us 
that not only was the collective note 
dropped on account of our refusal, but that 
we incurred not a litle enmity because our 
action was sufficiently patent to obviate all 
necessity of our actualiy having possession 
of copies of those diplomatic interchanges 
which resulted in our being asked to sign 
the second protest to America.” 

Opinion in the Foreign Office is somewhat 
divided as to the advisability of yester- 
day's announcement in the House of -Com- 
mons, several high officials believing that 
the announcement will only tend to strain 
the relations between Great Britain and 
the Continental powers. 

Mr. Norman said in an interview: 

“T am delighted to get such an unex- 
pectedly frank and important answer. My 
question was down for the opening day of 
the session, but the Government asked me 
to postpone it until to-day. I did so, but 
with little hope of securing a definite pro- 
nouncement, for such things are usually 
arranged between the Government leader 
and one of his supporters. While. of course, 

Iam one of the most outspoken critics of 
our foreign policy, there was no put up job. 
I merely wrote the question because 
thought there was more hone of getting 
some sort of an answer at this stage of 
affairs than at any other. I think Lord 
Cranborne’s statement reveals a condition 
of things more serious than any one sus- 
pected, for it shows that practically the 
whole of Europe was ready to attempt to 
coerce the United States, even at the risk 
of war. 

“After the hostilities with Spain had 
commenced the selection of Austria to be 
spokesman for Europe showed excellent 
tact, for our relations with that country 
were of the most friendly kind. To point- 
blank refuse her must have cost us no little 
prestige. 

‘“*Bevond what Lord Cranborne said I 
know little. But that I think sufficient. for 
it shows the excellent feeling of the British 
Government in its relations with the United 
States. which I believe to be the most im- 
periant relations we have.” 
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SET-BACK FOR AMERICAN PLAN. 


London County Council Refuses to 
Grant a 999 Years’ Lease of Land 
for an Office Building. 


LONDON, Jan. 20.—The London County 
Council to-day refused the application, on 


behalf of an Anglo-American syndicate, 
(headed by Sir Charles Rivers Wilson,) for 
a 999 years’ lease of a site on the north 
side of the Strand for the erection of an 
office building on American lines, to cost 
$2,000,000, 

The Council took the ground that such a 
length of tenure practically amounted to 
selling the freehold, which was not within 
its power. The Council, however, an- 
nounced that it was willing to negotiate 
on the basis of a ninety-nine years’ lease.

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ANOTHER BRITISH REVERSE.

CRADOCK, Cape Colony, Jan. 20.—Wes- 
sels’s commando last Saturday cut up a 
patrol of fifty men belonging to the local 
Town Guard, on the-Tarkastad Road. 


A few stragglers have returned. The re- 
mainder of the party are missing. 

Tarkastad is about forty-five miles north- 
east of Cradock, on the railroad extending 
between Cradock and Queenstown. 


WAR DEBATE IN PARLIAMENT. 


Chamberlain Says the Terms Kitchener 
Offered to the Boers Are No Longer 
‘’ Open for Acceptance. 


LONDON, Jan, 21.—The first important 
debate of the session began in the House 
of Commons last evening, on an amend- 
ment, moved by Frederick Cawley, (Lib- 
eral,) to the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne. While the amendment 
constituted a recognized part of the oppo- 
sition programme, strangely enough it was 
not supported by a single front bencher. 

The debate, however, called out Mr. 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, who 
vigorously took the field in defense of the 
war. He made the significant statement 
that if, as Lord Rosebery at Chesterfield 
intimated,- the Boers believed they could 
at any time secure a repetition of the 
terms previously: offered by Lord Kitch- 
ener, he wished to inform them that they 
were mistaken. 

Mr. Chamberlain added, however, that 
the Government's programme was not one 
of extermination. The Boers had already 
received the offer of terms the liberality 
of which surprised even Great Britain's 
most severe critics. Since they had been 
rejected, the Government did not propose 
to embarrass itself with a further specific 
offer, and certainly would not withdraw 
the proclamation of Aug. 7, 1901. It would 
not propose any general confiscation of 
property. Justice would be meted out for 
military offenses and other crimes. But 
there would be large amnesty, and the 
Government expected to extend to the 
conquered people full political rights as 
soon as practicable. The Government would 
not be deaf to any reasonable peace over- 
tures it might receive. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that the mag- 
nanimous treatment of the soldiers of the 
Confederacy had been held up as an ex- 
ample, and it had been suggested that the 
course of the United States in that matter 
should be followed in South Africa. Fs 

“T am_ willing to accept the parallel, 
said the Secretary. ‘‘ While the lives of the 
soldiers were spared, no political conditions 
were allowed to the Confederates, while 
their property was confiscated on a tre- 
mendous scale.

In the afternoon Mr. Chamberlain had 
stated that there was no foundation for 
the reports that overtures for peace in 
South Africa had been made by the Boer 
envoys. 

Henry Labouchere (Liberal) declined to 
support the amendment of Mr. Cawley be- 
cause it pledged the Liberals to vote sup- 
plies for the war. He described Lord Rose- 
bery as ‘“ the serpent in the Liberal Eden.’’ 

John Dillon (Irish Nationalist) proposed 
to omit that clause of the amendment pro- 
viding funds to carry on the war, and add 
a clause denouncing the policy of the con- 
centration camps. Mr. Dillon's amendment 
was rejected by a vote of 283 to 64, the ma- 
jority of the Liberals voting against it.

Delcasse Tells Deputies an Offer to 
Mediate Is Impossible—The Cham- 
ber Approves His Attitude. 


PARIS, Jan. 20.—To-day’s session of the 
Chamber of Deputies was devoted to inter- 
pellations concerning the attitude of 
France on the Boer war and the Armenian 
question. 

M. Rouanet (Radical Socialist) presented 
the first interpellation, in. which he criti- 
cised the Government for not securing the 
settlement of the Armenian question when 
it forced Turkey to yield in the matter of 
the Lorando and other claims. 

M. Delcassé, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
replied that this matter was an interna- 
ticnal one, and that intervention at the 
present moment would be inopportune, as it 
would raise delicate and complicated ques- 


ticns. The Chamber approved the declara- 
tion of the Foreign Minister by a vote of 
280 to 238. 

M. Berry, (Conservative,) Clovis Hugues, 
(Republican Soctalist,) and the Abbé Le- 
mire (Christian Socialist) then introduced 
various interpellaticns bearing upon the 
lack of action of The Hague Peace Tri- 
bunal in regard to the war in South Africa. 
These speakers dilated upon the horrors of 
the concentration camps and alleged viola- 
tions of: the rules of war. M. Berry de- 
clared that Great Britain had excluded the 
Transvaal from The Hague Conference be- 
ecausé she was then intent upon forcing a 
war on the Boers, and contended that cer- 
iain articles of the peace convention au- 
thorized the powers to intervene if they 
wished to do so. M. Berry urged the Gov- 
ernment to bring about Intervention in 
Scuth Africa. 

The Abbé, Lemire also called upon the 
Government to aid the Boers, not only by 
sympathy but also by diplomacy, to be- 
come a free people. The Abbé concluded by 
saying: 

"We made the United States free; let us 
make the Boers free also.’ 

The speeches of M. Berry and the Abbé 
Lemire weré warmly cheered. 

Léon Bourgeois (Radical Republican) said 
the present situation in South Africa did 
not imply the destruction of the work of 
The Hague Conference. as the Transvaal 
tad not participated therein and conse- 
quently could not invoke its intervention. 
M. Bourgeois said The Hague Conference 
had not yet. closed, that the non-signatories 
might later be admitted thereto, and that 
the conference contained a germ which 
would gradually develop. 

M. Delcassé, replying to M. Bourgeois, 
said the peace convention did not prevent 
war, but compelled the nations to conduct 
it according to the laws of nations and hu- 
manity. France was willing to invoke arbi- 
tration when certain that the offer would

BERLIN, Jan. 20.—An official statement 
issued by the Hamburg-American Line sets 
forth that Herr Ballin, President of the 
line, and Dr. Wiegand of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Steamship Company will pro- 
ceed to New York, there to continue the 
conferences begun in Cologne and London 
for the regulation of North Atlantic traffic. 
The impression prevails among the offi- 
cials of the German steamship lines that 
something very big in the steamship world 
is about to happen. They seem, however, 
to know as Httle of what this may be as 
do outsiders. . 
When questioned concerning the possible 
amalgamation of German steamship lines 
with American and British lines Herren 
Ballin and Wiegand have already and posi- 
tively said that the negotiations did not re- 
motely contemplate any merging of the 
German lines with foreign lines in the sense 
that German stockholders would surrender 


their control. 

LIVERPOOL, Jan. 20.—It is said to-day 
that each of the companies joining the 
suggested Atlantic Shipping Combine will 
retain its name and individuality, while the 
profits will be divided pro rata on the earn- 
ings shown by each companys books. _ 

It is also reported that the German lines 
may be included in the combine, so that 
complete control of the rates may be ob- 
tained.

plate and shipbuilding materials, of Glas- 
gow. The joint capital is £6,300,000. . 

William Beardmore & Co. own a big ship- 
yard, and recently acquired ground for an- 
other, on which the amalgamated concern 
intends to install the finest plant in the 
world.

These remarks were greeted with loud ap- 
plause, - 

Denis Cochin (Conservative) said that 
Great Britain was suffering from the sick- 
ress of imverialism, and that France ought 
to take advantege of her enfeebled condi- 
tion and the tottering condition of the 
Preibund to secure the settlement in her 
favor of certain pending auestions. 

The Chamber wnanimously apnroved the 
declarations of M. Deleassé and then ad- 
jcurned.

BOARD OF EDUCATION

The new Commissioners appeared together 
at the City Hall to be sworn in. There 
was little formality about the affair. Mayor 
Low said in part before the oaths were 
administered: 

“The scheme of the charter, broadly 
speaking, lodges in a single Board of Edu- 
cation, for the whole city, all the duties 
that have heretofore been divided between 
the Board of Edueation and the various 
borough school boards. On the other hand, 
the attempt has been made to limit your 
functions, again speaking broadly, to those 
which would ordinarily be discharged in 
an educational institution by a board of 
trustees Much of the purely technical 
work of education will either be discharged 
by or originate with the professional educa- 
tors In the employ of the board; and, on 
the other hand, you will be aided in the 
discharge of your supervisory duties by 
forty-six local school boards, each to con- 
sist of five members, to be appointed by 
the President of the borough in which the 
school district lies; and, ex-officio, in addi- 
tion, of one member of the Board of Edu- 
cation and of one District Superintendent. 

*I hope you will realize, every one of you, 
that every school in every borough is to 
be as precious to you as every other. 
Treat the city as a whole, and keep out of 
your councils, as far @s you can, every- 
thing like strife between the boroughs. 
This can be done by treating every bor- 


; ough so fairly that no borough can reason- 


ably complain. Remember that every child 
within the city’s limits is a child of New 
York, and that no child is so insignificant 
as to be beneath the city's care. The 
city commits to your charge the education 


of its « an iren. 


‘A iter charge or a higher honor can 
be aeaeieeaal upon no body of men. I 
think you will go safely if at all times 
you remember that the schools exist pri- 
marily for the children. The city will 
expect you to deal both justly and con- 
siderately with the great army of teachers 
who, in the last statement, make _ the 
schools what they are. It will expect you 
to do everything in your power to give 
them the best of opportunities to do ef- 
fective work, and it will also expect you 
to st that good work is done by them. 
For their reward the grateful city will 
hold every good teacher in his honor and 
will count him or her among its most use- 
ful citizens. 

‘*I wish you, gentlemen, complete suc- 
cess in the discharge of your great trust, 
and 1} assure you that the city will hold 
you also in high honor if you show your- 
selves both faithful and wise.”

MRS. CAMPBELL’S “BLOOM.” 


Her Press Agent Takes Steps to Protect 
It from Fading. 


This is really pathetic. And the more so 
because the croakers over in England who 
prefaced Mrs. Campbell's departure for 
America with dire forebodings knew all 
along that something of the kind was go- 
ing to happen. 

President Cantor had just entered his of- 
fice in the City Hall yesterday, when a 
short man, immaculately dressed, and car- 
rying a large sheepskin volume under his 
arm, entered perspiringly and breathlessly. 

‘““It must be stopped,” he asserted em- 
phatically. 

‘Indeed?*’ calmly remarked Mr. Cantor 

“1 am Jules Worms, representative for 
Mrs. Campbell. She has been excessively 
annoyed by the noises in front of the Thea- 
tre Republic, where she is playing. You 
must stop the traffic." 

** Nonsense,”’ retorted Mr. Cantor. ‘* What 
authority have I to do such a. thing, even 
if I wanted to—which I don't.’ 

“See here!’’ The press agent opened his 
book and pointed to a paragraph. ‘* There's 
the ordinance on street noises. It applies 
to this case?"’ 

Mr. Cantor had just time to say that he 
really didn’t see how he could grant the 
request, when the press agent broke out 
again: 

** But I tell you, man, you must. It’s a 
part of our contract that Mrs. Campbell 
shall go back to England with ‘the 
bloom" unimpaired. They said she'd be 
spoiled in America. Why, in Chicago—’’ 

‘This is not Chicago,’’ remarked Mr. 
Cantor curtly, and the interview ended. 

Later Mr. Worms saw Deputy Gibson and 
pressed his point so well that permission 
was granted him to spread tanbark in the 
street before the theatre to deaden the 
noises. 

But Mr. Cantor is now wrathy. He wants 
to know why his veto was ignored at the 
Street Cleaning Department. 

The affair has stirred the Rialto. Charles 
Dillingham, manager of the Criterion, 
broke the news to David Belasco. 

‘** Well,” said the author of ** Du Barry,” 
‘let them spread their tanbark mountains 
high. We'll line Broadway with velvet 
carpets so rich and thick that the footfall 
of a giant cannot be heard. Mrs. Carter is 
a *‘hlooming peach,’ too, and her ‘ bloom’ 
likewise must be protected.’ 

Down at Weber & Fields’s they have or- 
dered tons of sawdust as the proper street 
covering, and if the fashion continues New 
Yorkers will soon have no need of ** rubber 
heels,’ for all pathways will be downy in 
New York. 


SWIFT ABATTOIR OPPOSED. 


Health Commissioner Ernest J. Lederle 
listened for the second time yesterday to 
arguments for and against granting to 
Swift & Co. a permit to erect an abattoir 
on First Avenue, from Forty-fourth to 
Forty-fifth Street. 

At the first hearing, which was held, like 
that of yesterday, in the Health Commis- 
sioner’s office, on June 14, Mr. Swift him- 
self was present to urge, as did his counsel 
vesterday, that the abattoir which the 
meat concern proposes to erect would, be- 
cause of the improvements which have 
been made in various directions, mechanical 
and scientific, be absolutely odorless, and 
therefore not objectionable to persons who 
live near the spot. At all events Swift & 
Co. say they are willing to put up the plant 
which is estimated to cost $750,000 and run 
the risk of having the Board of Health re- 
voke their privilege at any time. 

But the Heaith Commissioner's offace yes- 
terday was filled with men and women who 
live in the locality in which it is proposed 


to erect the abattoir who submitted strong 


protests against its erection. Several of 
these persons represented groups of ten and 
twenty property owners. When they had 
finished speaking their counsel, Lewis M. 
White, handed in a petition of 164 property 
owners who are against the erection of the 
slaughter house. 

The Rev. Dr. David H. Greer was present, 
as he said, to fight for the children, who 
could not fight for themselves. He said 
that from 15,000 to 20,000 children lived 
within the radius which would be affected, 
and which was at present affected by the 
stench from the already existing abattoirs. 

‘Their only refuge to get a little fresh air 
is the street,"’ he went on. “ It is manifest- 
iy unfair to pollute for them the best air 
they can get—the air of the street. If 
Messrs. Swift & Co, can do what they say 
they can do, erect an abattoir which would 
be odorless, they might perhaps, if they 
gave a written guarantee to which they 
could be held, be allowed to erect it, but 
it ought also to be insisted upon that the 
abattoirs already existing in that locality 
establish the same plant.’’ [Applause.] 

There were many others who spoke, sev- 
eral of them women and property owners, 
who said that they lived in the locality in 
which the abattoirs were located because 
they could neither sell nor rent their prop- 
erties. Several testified to deaths in their 
household which they attributed to the 
stench from the abbatoirs. All agreed that 
when the air was heavy, or an east wind 
was blowing, they could not open their win- 
dows because of the stench. 

Commissioner Lederle will announce his 
decision later.

A PLAY OF POINT OF VIEW| 


Mrs. Patrick Campbell Succeeds in 
“The Notorious Mrs. Ebbsmith.” 


Pinero’s Play Provides an Exceptional 
Opportunity for Study of the Eng- 
lish Actress’s Range of Ability. 


It would seem at least doubtful if, in any 
Single part which Mrs. Patrick Campbell 
is yet to play here, there will be provided 
a better opportunity to get a true perspect- 
ive on the range of her ability than offered 
last night at the Theatre Republic, when 
she essayed the réle of the Notorious Mrs. 
Ebbsmith in the play of that name. 

The play has been seen here before, anc, 
as in the case of so many of these modern 
ones in which social relations form a basic 
theme, it has become the habit to refer 
to this as a problem play. ‘* The Notorious 
Mrs. Ebbsmith’’ might better be called a 
drama of point of view. Its characters 
are contrasted chiefly by reason of the dif- 
ference in the aspects of life which are 
to them by reason of the varied positions 

which they occupy as they look out and 
into it. And the tragedy comes to Agnes 
Ebbsmith merely because she, like all the 
rest, has failed to take into account things 
that a clearer vision might have revealed 
—did reveal, in fact—when her eyes were 
opened to what lay a little beyond her 
immediate perception. 

It is at all times unsafe to judge a player 
by any one part; in Mrs. Campbell's case 
a surer estimate of her ability has been 
made possible by the several réles in which 
she has appeared, but the impression cre- 
ated last night is worth emphasizing be- 
cause the part of Agnes Ebbsmith, more 
than Magda, Mrs. Tanqueray, or Mrs. 
Lang, is replete with those opportunities 
for the display of dramatic versatility 
which delight and stimulate the true artist, 
but which prove such dangerous experi- 
ments for the player of mere superficial 

cleverness. 

Agnes Ebbsmith is a complex being. From 
the woman who *‘ knows how to compress 
her lips,”’ in the first act, she develops 
slowly, but none the less surely, into one 
who, despite an effort at idealism, at some- 
thing apart and above mere human kind, 
has yet the heart of mere woman, and all 


the weakness and all the strength which |! 
comes to her when she loves. But Agnes | 


Resemitn's misfortune—and this Mrs. 
Campbell conveys brilliantly—is a dominat- 
ing intellect, which fores her to see in her- 
self the very weakness which she deplores 
so much in others. She struggles with 
Lucas Cleeve that their relations may re- 
main free from all taint of passion, and in 
the very moment of her protest she be- 
comes pliant by reason of the hold he has 
taken upon her affection. It is a part in

Olpherts Mrs. Campbell passed easily from 


suggestive raillery to keen, biting sarcasm. 


Her outburst in the moment when, after | 
denouncing the Bible as the cause of all her 


misery, she plucked it from the burning 
flames into which she had cast it a moment 
before, was intense and moving. But it 
would be unfair to single out episodes in a 
performance, wherein the chief merit is 
a tenacious consistency in the development 
of a character of extreme conflicting emo- 
tiens. 

The part of the Duke of St. Olpherts is 
of such exquisite cynical humor that even 
a bad actor could hardly fail-in it. But it 
was exceptionally well played last night 
by George Arliss Herbert Waring was 
hardly so successful as Lucas Cleeve, his 
playing being rather uneven—excellent in 
spots, but, at times, leaving a sense of an 
incomplete digestion of the essentials. Mr. 
Waring seemed not quite sure of himself 
or of the exact definition of his part.

AN EIGHTH AVENUE PREMIERE. 


A Grand Opera House Audience Ap- 
plauds Ward and Vokes in a 
New Farce Comedy.

- Most of the audience seemed able to 
understand what was happening on the 
stage without the aid of a programme. 
Those who were unused to such ente rtain- 
ments found the following lucid and witty 
expplanation when they looked to. see: 
“Ward and Vokes, as ‘The Head Wait- 
ers.” A musical farce comedy banquet of 
mirth in two spreads, from soup to finger 
bowls, by Edmund Day. Music by Thomas 
H. Chilvers and Herbert Dillea.’’ It was 
sad to note that the responsible persons 
had omitted the oysters in this bill of fare. 

So far as the authorship of the musical 
numbers is concerned it remains a mystery 
whether Herbert Dillea insisted on having 
his name inserted after his creations in 
the enumeration of the numbers on the 
programme because he considered them so 
much better than those of Thomas H. Chil- 
vers, or the latter thought them so much 
worse that he did not wish to be thought 
guilty. 

There ‘was in the cast ‘one man who 
would have been good even in more artic. 
tic surroundings. This was Joe Kelly, who 
played “Imaginary Thomas,”’ an opium 
fiend. His make-up was good and_ his 
humor was as dry as that of the others 
was boisterous, 

A hit? Yes, with the audience of last 
night the performance was distinctly a 
hit, and so long as this combination of 
variety artists does not court success on 
Broadway they will not lack it anywhere 
else, and, besides, every one will forgive 
them,

“ TANNHAEUSER” AT THE OPERA. 


Wagner's “ Tannhiuser’ was brought 
forward last night for the first time this 
season at the Metropolitan Opera House. 
Those who went to hear the performance 
were greeted at the door by placards an- 
nouncing that Miss- Ternina had become 
suddeniy ‘“ indispesed,”’ and that the part 
o: Elizabeth would be sung by Mme. Luisa 
Reuss-Belce, a member of the company who 
had no? jitherto appeared. This may have 
discouraged a few. At any rate the house 
was not one of large size by any means, 
The performance was one of no little merit, 


yet it was deficient in a certain mellowness 
and poetry of tone. Always earnest and 
sincere, it was notable rather for its effort 
than its achievement. 3 

Mme. Reuss-Belce was formerly a leading 
soprano at Carlsruhe, and came to this 
country this season in company with her 
husband, who is one of the stage direct- 
ors of the Wagner dramas at the Metro- 
politan. While “the company was traveling, 
earlier in the season, she sang some of the 
mcst important parts, including Briinn- 
hilde. She demonstrated last night that 
she was an experienced performer, though 
probably past the meridian of her powers. 
Her voice was undoubtedly once one of no 
little power and resonance, but last night 
it showed signs of hard and long usage. It 
should be said in justice to her that she 
vas so nervous at her entrance that her 
phrasing in ‘* Dich Theure Halle" was 
very short. Later she regained command 
of her powers and was more satisfactory. 
At Baireuth she is accepted as Fricka and 
Gutrune, 

The Venus of the evening was Mme. Ho- 
mer, who sang the part for the first time 
here, and the second time anywhere. It can 
be said of her without reservation that she 
filed the pictorial requirements of the 
rélke. The music is in many places too high 
for her voice, and she was therefore un- 
able to make the climaxes at these points. 
Otherwise she sang the part correctly, but 
without much color. Miss Bridewell sang 
the music of the shepherd boy in tune, but 
with little. evidence of understanding of its 
meaning. It is one of the prettiest bits in . 
the opera, and it is a pity that it should 
not have its full significance. 

The central interest of the performance 
was held by Mr. Ernest Van Dyck, whose 
Tannhiiuser is unrivaled. Here is a rdle in 
which this singer’s vocal faults do their 
least injury to the general effect. Most of 
Tannhiuser’s music is declamatory, and in 
declamation Mr. Van Dyck with his clear- 
eut enunciation is always eloquent. Last 
night he was in exceptionally good voice, 
and he was seldom false to the pitch. Of 
the intensity of feeling which he eer ee 
and the variety and beauty of meaning he 
put into his singing only the warmest praise 
can be written. The tribute of heartiest ad- 
miration, too, must be awarded to his 
splendid acting, full of picturesqueness of 
pose, grace, and intelligence of gesture, and 
consummate mastery of stage business, 

Mr. Van Rooy was the Wolfram. He wags 
most serious and he took the misdoings of 
Tannhduser with appropriate lugubrious- 
ness of face and attitude. He sang with 
great sincerity, but with occasional explo- 
siveness better suited to the troubled Wotan 
than to the meek and tender Wolfram. Mr. 
Blass was a dignified and sonorous Land- 
grave. Mr. Damrosch conducted with his 
customary zeal and vigor. The orchestra 
was undoubtedly tired, yet its work was in 
general commendable. A special word of 
praise is due to the horn quartet in the 
first act.

Odell’s plan of concentration of 
authority in the management of the char- 
itable institutions of the State. 

Those who attended the meeting ap- 
peared to be a unit in opposition to the 
proposed legislation. Many prominent 
clergymen were among those present and 
all Greeds Were represented. 

PROF. CANFIELD'S PROTEST.

“The removing of these hospitals from 
the jurisdiction of the Department of Pub- 
lic Charities, and their commital to the 
care of a separate Board of Trustees, is an- 
other of the new departures of the revised 
charter. The purpose of it, undoubtedly, is 
to remove the administration of these hos- 
pitals, as far as possible, from the baleful 
influence of politics in the baser sense of 
that word. But it is not, in any sense, to 
be interpreted as indicating that the city’s 
interest in the management of these hos- 
pitals is to be lessened. On the contrary. 
the change itself is intended to be signif1- 
cant of the fact that the city’s sense of re- 
sponsibility for the care that it gives to its 
own sick and wounded has grown, and that 
it will hold you and your successors to a 
strict account for the manner in which you 
discharge your trust. The city in its cor- 
porate capacity stands for all that is strong 
and powerful. It is the glory of the strong 
to be gentle, to be pitiful, to be tender with 
the weak and the helpless. 

‘In conferring these appointments upon 
you, I ask you to remember that the city 
commits to your keeping its own good name 
as toward its sick and injured poor.”

ELM STREET PROTEST 
Property Owners Object to Assess- 

ment for Improvements. 


Meet and Tell of Heavy Losses Sus- 
tained by Years of Delay in Open- 
ing the Street—A Commit- 
tee to Visit Mayor. 


Owners or the representatives of the own- 
ers of the property facing on and in the 
neighborhood of Elm Street, which for ten 
years has been in a state of upheaval, 
gathered in the parlors of the Broadway 
Central Hotel yesterday. They met to ap- 
point a committee to call the attention of 
various officials of this city to the losses to 
owners during the last ten years due to the 
so-called improvements of the street for 
their benefit. These losses, they say, have 
been nearly three times as great as the tax 
assessed this year upon the property. 

There is at present a property value of 
about $15,000,000 involved, and the Jast straw 
Was put upon the long suffering owners by 
the Tax Assessor, who has taxed all the 
property at the rate of about $300 a running 
foot. The grievances of the owners were 
gone over in the opening address of W. H. 
Dougherty, who presided at yesterday's 
meeting. 

Mr. Dougherty gave the history of Elm 
Street, which, he said, had been the sub- 
ject of memorials, petitions, legislation, 
and promises since 1870. It was in 1893, 
however, when the real agitation for the 
opening and broadening of the street was 
taken up in earnest, and five years ago the 
alleged “‘ broadening "’ began. Houses were 
torn down for a distance of thirty feet 
back from the street. 

“Not only have we suffered since the 
Street has been opened and our buildings 


removed,”’ said Mr. Dougherty, ‘ but prior 
to the taking of the buildings the agitation 
of opening the street prevented us from 
leasing our property, causing a great loss 
for which we were not compensated. We 
hoped for relief when the street was opened, 
but it remained in a torn-up condition un- 
til the Rapid Transit bill was passed, afid 
since then matters have been much worse, 
depriving us of any benefit. Our buildings 
have been curtailed, and many have been 
compelled to move. 

‘To-day there is scarcely a business sign 
to be seen along the entire length of the 
street except the real estate dealers’ sign 
‘To Let.’ As a matter of fact, Elm Street 
does not exist to-day except on the Tax 
Assessors’ map. The opening of the street 
was for the relief of the congestion on 
Broadway, not for our immediate benefit. 
The underground railway does not benefit 
our property, but does benefit the entire 
city, more especially the extreme upper 
part of New York and Brooklyn. Since the 
benefit is for the entire city, we think the 
entire city should be assessed for this im- 
provement, which would make the tax on 
every lot about 50 cents. It is unjust to 
tax the property owners who have suffered 
all this loss while the Bronx and the resi 
of New York will get all the benefit.’ 

The Chairman's speech was vigorously 
cheered. Judge John Hayes, who was born 
on Elm Street, followed. ‘‘ Just before they 
saddled the tunnel upon us,” said he, “it 
was the intention to run the tunnel up- 
town under Broadway, but there was a 
terrific howl from the property owners 
there and it was found that the damages 
to be paid would make 
the tunnel cost $50,000,000. So they came 
over on Elm Street where they could save 
$15,000,000. This gain was to the city as a 
whole and to the Broadway owners par- 
ticularly, and yet we Elm Street owners 
already suffering from delay in opening 
the street have had to bear the entire 
burden."’ : 

Several owners then gave their experi- 
ences during the last ten years. 

Louis Ettlinger, who owns a_ factory 
building on the street, gave a fair exam- 
ple. He said that when the street was 
‘opened’ the city cut thirty feet from 
his building and awarded him $20,481 as 
damages. Soon after that the lease of the 
tenant occupying the building ran out and 
he refused to renew. The building was then 
vacant for nine months. 

“By a lucky chance,”

* 
Feb. 25 Officially Decided Upon as the 
Date of the Launching of the 
Kaiser’s Yacht. 

Wallace Downey, President of the Towne 
send & Downey Shipbuilding Company, 
who has been in Washington consulting 
with President Roosevelt, Rear Admiral 
Evans, Assistant Secretary of State Hill, 
Ambassador von Holleben, and others, in 
regard to the launching of Emperor Will- 
iam of Germany's schooner yacht’ Meteor, 
returned to New York yesterday morning. 
In talking of his trip, he said: 

‘I found President Roosevelt greatly in- 
terested in the launching of the Meteor, as 
well as the preparations under way for 
the reception and entertainment of Prince 
Henry. Not only the President, but all 
other public men with whom I was brought 
in contact, seemed to consider the event 
a decided triumph for American shipbuild- 
ing, and they are determined to show, by 
the cordiality of the reception of Prince 
Henry, their appreciation of the Kaiser's 
compliment to American shipbuilding, as 
the honor he conferred by 
sending his brother to visit our country at 
the time of the launching. 

‘President Roosevelt was in 
Feb, 27 as the best date for the launch- 
ing, but when I explained to him that the 
tide conditions on the 25th would be more 
tavorable for the event, he decided in favor 
ot that day, and will so arrange his engage- 
ments. He then advised me to go over to 
the State Department, and confer with 
Assistant Secretary Hill, who has in charge 
the arrangement of the official programme, 
boon after I reached the State Departe 
ment and was consulting with Mr. Hill 
Admirals Evans and Crowninshield joined 
us. All three agreed with me that the 25ta 
Was the best date for the launching, an 
opinion afterward acquiesced in by Dr. von 
Moveben, the German Ambassador. 

“The State Department is now consider- 
ing the programme, but its nature will not 
be definitely known until some of the minor 
details have been settled. I was asked 
what would be the best way for the Presi- 
dent and his party to reach Shooters 
Island on their arrival at New York. 4t 
suggested that a feasible plan would be 
for a Government boat to take the party 
on board at the Battery, and transport 
them from there to the island. Another 
Suggestion was that the boat could take 
them on board near the Jersey Central 
Depot, and transfer them to the 
island.”’ 

Concerning the ‘eparations of the come 
pany for the launching, Mr. Downey said: 

““ We shall issue about two thousand in- 
vitations for the launching, and will in all 
probability run a boat from the Battery 
to the island to carry those invited. We 
shall ask the city to give us the necessary 
police protection to prevent any objection- 
able characters from interfering with the 
official visitors We shall arrange 
matters so that our guests wili have 
as far as possible, an unobstructed view 
of the ceremonies. We are overwhelmed 
with offers from i and singing so- 
cieties, offering to furnish the music for 
the occasion, but think that the naval 
and military bands that will be present 
will be all sufficient.

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MOUNT VERNON WOMEN VOTE. 


Favored a $60,000 Bond Issue, but Were 
Beaten by the Men, Who 
Were Against It. 

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., Jan. 20.—About 
200 women, most of them society women, 
voted this evening on a proposition to bond 
the city to the extent of $60,000 for the 
purpose of improving the existing school 
buildings and increasing the educational 
facilities. The polls opened at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon and remained open until 10 
to-night. The women were a unit in favor 
of the bond issue, but the men were against 
it, and, the women formed about one- 
sixth of the total vote, the proposition was 

defeated by about two hundred. 

In the Fifth Ward, the Chester Hill sec- 
tion, where the fashionable residential 
section largely lies the vote was prac- 
tically unanimous. In the Fourth, Ward, 
where people are not fashionable, the 
vote was just the other way. In the Fifth 
Ward women drove to the polls in car- 
riages and brought along their maids and 
servants to vote. In the Fourth Ward 
about ten women voted. The other wards 


had a fair sprinkling of women. In the 
Fifth Ward this evening men and their 
wives visited the polls together. 

There were many funny incidents. The 
vote proceeded slowly. About every other 
woman who entered a booth to prepare her 
ballot insisted in reading the ‘“ Instructions 
to Voters’ pasted in it. As these are long 
and printed in fine type. many of the wo- 
men were ten minutes in the booths, and 
an Inspector had to be constantly rushing 
about, urging the women to hurry, as there 
was a long line waiting to vote. The In- 
spectors, however, managed to get in the 
vote before the hour for closing came. 
Some of the Inspectors, while they had 
time in the afternoon, questioned the wo- 
men who were young as to their ages, but 
when evening came and the rush began 
there was no time for this except when au 
exceedingly young-appearing person offered 
to vote.

The Pennsylvania-New Jersey Incorpo- 
rated with Same Powers as the 
New York-New Jersey.

TRENTON, N. J., Jan, 20.—Articles of 
incorporation of the Pennsylvania-New Jer- 
sey Trust Company were filed to-day. The 
charter gives to this company powers iden- 
tical with those granted last Tuesday to 
the New York-New Jersey Trust Company, 
which was the first banking and trust 
company whose charter permitted it to do 
business all over the country. An incor- 
porator of this company said that it would 
become a great clearing house for New 
York banks without paying New York 
taxes. Among the incorporators of the 
Pennsylvania-New Jersey Trust Company 
are James B. Dill, ex-Attorney General 
John W, Griggs, and Henry C. Kelsey. The 
capital is $100,000, 

James B. Dill said this evening that the 
new company would do business on the 
same lines as the New York-New Jersey 
Company. When asked if the formation 
of these new banking companies was in 
the way of following out Secretary Gage's 
suggestion of the establishment of a cen- 
tral bank with branches all over the coun- 
try, Mr, Dill replied that such was not the

An honest conflict, waged with unprece- 
dented courage, ended in the complete tri- 
umph of the Northern idea. But not until 
a million lives and countless treasure had 
been consumed in a dispute which never 
could have been settled in any other way. 

“Out of the blood and smoke of war 
came three irrevocable decrees 
United States was a nation; 2. 
was at an end, and 3. that secession was 
impossible from an indissoluble union of 
indestructible States. The South 
agreed to any of these three propositions.

‘*So completely was the South prostrated

He continued: 

‘The Northern people would have been 
more than mortals if they had restrained 
themselves in the hour of triumph within 
the literal bounds of their declared purpose 
at the outset. That partition of Virginia 
vill ever remain as a mockery of the pre- 
tense that the war was waged by the North 
to preserve the States. Nor can it be 
claimed that the dominant party has al- 
ways dealt wisely or well with the race 
problems resulting from emancipation. 

“The ploughshare of utter and complete 
conquest has deeply furrowed our section, 
destroyed its wealth, crippled its influence, 
and seriously impaired the morals of its 
people for a time, as conquest must do al- 
ways.

National League Without Salary. 


WOULD BE THE PEACEMAKER 


Asks Spalding and Young to Form an 
Executive Committee with Him— 
Minutes Not Ready Yet. 


John B. Day, the former owner and one 
time manager of the New York Baseball 
Club, made a proposition yesterday which 
he hopes will aid in clearing the atmos- 
phere of the present baseball difficulty 
and giving the clubs an opportunity to en- 
joy an excellent season of play. Mr. Day's 
offer seems almost too good to be believed 
for it is somewhat unique in baseball. It 
is nothing less than an offer to manage 
the National League for the coming season 

* without salary. 

In making this unusual offer, Mr. Day 
says that he has been led to the step ow- 
ing to the fact that the situation in the 
League appears to be no nearer a solution 
than it was a month ago, and he feels that 
it would be unfortunate for either of the 
contesting parties in the League fight to 
win at the expense of the other. No other 
form of compromise being offered, Mr. 
Day claims that his friends outside of the 
League have induced him to submit his 
peacemaking proposition. 

The only stipulation he makes toward 
doing all the work for the pure love of 
beseball is that he will be one of a com- 
mittee of three, the others being Mr. Spal- 
ding and Mr. Young, these forming an ex- 
ecutive committee to have general charge 
over the League affairs. This committee 
also shall have absolue power over um- 
pires, players, and all other matters per- 
taining to the game throughout the sea- 
son. In case that either of the men except 
Mr. Day should refuse to serve on the 
committee the originator of the project in- 
timates that the faction which they repre- 
sent could select another member. 

“I fully believe there is a splendid fut- 
ure before the League,” says Mr. Day, “it 
it can be gotten out of the rut it is now 
in, and I as fully believe that if this prop- 
osition is accepted the League will be_re- 
lieved of all unpleasant complications. The 
offer is made solely in the interests of the 
League and the great game we all love. 
I trust it will be accepted as such by both 
factions in the League and that the fa- 
miliar cry of ‘play ball’ will be heard 
upon eight reunited ball grounds when the 
season opens.” ; E 

Mr. Day adds that he does not feel it is 
presumptuous on his part to submit this 
offer, as his baseball record is clean and 
has been before the public for over twenty 
years. 

Several years ago Day was one of the 
most prominent factors in the New York 
Baseball Club, and two years ago he was 
its manager, but did not hold his place for 
hardly half of the season. Since that time 
he has been practically out of baseball. 

The offer made by Day, whatever may 
be the result of it, and there was consider- 
able sentiment vesterday that it would 
scarcely be considered, simply shows that 
the rank and file of the baseball crowd is 
getting anxious about the present warfare, 
and as time drags on without any evi- 
dence of settlement, the impression grows 
stronger that an eight-club league circuit 
may not be a possibility this season. A rival 
four-club league circuit has no charms for 
either side, when it comes down to the 
plain truth of baseball interest and finan- 
ces. Thus far no effort at compromise has 
been made by either side, and so bitter is 
the feeling between Spalding and Freed- 
man that none is looked for. When Mr. 
Freedman was asked a few days ago what 
the future might be and how the dates 
were going to be ——— he professed 
to treat the matter lightly, saying: 

“That phase of the question is not wor- 
rying me in the le ast. The Spalding fac- 
tion has got the baseball situation in this 
muss and it is for them to get out of it. 
We are not disposed to help them.”’ 

Whether Freedman would be friendly to 
the offer made by Day could not be as- 
certained, but there were those who stated 
that they believed the offer came perhaps 
indirectly through the Freedman faction 
as an effort toward effecting some sort of 
a compromise, and that if Spalding re- 
jects it, as is generally believed, the onus 
of failure, if there is any this year, would 
be thrown upon his shoulders for not meet- 
ing peaceful negotiations half way. 

The minutes of the recent League meet- 
ing were not ready for distribution yes- 
terday, and it may be two or three days 
longer before they will be ready for pub- 
lication. No news regarding them was re- 
ceived at the Spalding baseball headquar- 
ters yesterday.

ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 20.—The National 
Cycling Association, under whose auspices 
all of the recent six-day bicycle races have 
been held, desires the law prohibiting any 
contestant in a race remaining on the track 
more than twelve hours amended.

eighteen hours per day. 

The bill provides: 

“That in a bicycle race or other con- 
test of skill, speed, or endurance wherein 
one or more persons shall be a contestant 
or contestants it shall be unlawful for any 
contestant to continue in such race or con- 
test after the first twenty-four hours for 
a longer time than eighteen hours during 
any twenty-four hours. Participants who 
Violate the section or managers who permit 
it are to be guilty of a misdemeanor.”

A Prominent Figure in the Palmy Days 
of Guttenberg Racing Track.

mate there for nearly six months, 

In early life Mr, Carr was in the drug 
business in Jersey City. He drifted into 
politics and was elected a Justice of the 


Peace tn the old Horseshoe district. He 
was always a good judge of horses, and 
his interest in this respect led him into the 
North Hudson Driving Park Association, 
which started the famous Guttenberg rac- 
ing track. He was instrumental in organ- 
izing a running meeting at the track to 
help pay the debts of the Driving Associa- 
tion, and it proved highly successful. As a 
direct result the Hudson County Jockey 
Club was formed, which eventually secured 
a controlling interest in the track. The 
grounds were improved, and everything 
went on splendidly until the racing scandals 
came to the front through the method of 
conducting Winter racing, both there and at 
Gloucester, so that the State finally prohib- 
ited racing. Mr. Carr made considerable 
money in the successful days of the Gut- 
tenberg track, but recently unfortunate 
speculations have dwindled his fortune ma- 
terially.
